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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 10-23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as anticipated by or, in the 
alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over de Haut et al (6,207,014). 

De Haut et al discloses impregnating paper with an aqueous softening lotion 
containing: 

a) 35-95% fatty alcohol; b) 1-50% waxy ester; c) 1-10% wax; and d) up to 20% 
emulsifier, which include the claimed polyol poly-12-hydroxystearate (columns 5, 7 and 
8). The present claims by virtue of claim language "containing" are open to the presence 
of fatty alcohol and thus, the claims are anticipated or obviously shown by de Haut. 

The claims would be allowable if the claims are properly modified to exclude the 
presence of other components such as the fatty alcohol.
